AN ACT to appropriate funds from the general fund of the state to the state board of

regents and institutions under the control of the board and to the higher education
facilities commission for the tuition grant program.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Towa:

SECTION 1. For the state board of regents and institutions under
the board of regents there is appropriated from the general fund of
the state for the biennium beginning July 1, 1971, and ending June
30, 1973, the following amounts, or so much thereof as may be neces-
sary, to be used for the following purposes:

SEC. 2. The board of regents may reallocate funds appropriated
by paragraph “a” of subsection two (2) of section one (1), paragraph
“a” of subsection three (3) of section one (1), and subsection four
(4) of section one (1), of this Act among the institutions under its
jurisdiction as long as the reallocation does not exceed the grand
total figure appropriated to the board of regents by this Act.

SEC. 8. There is appropriated from the general fund of the state
of Iowa to the higher education facilities commission for the bien-
nium beginning July 1, 1971 and ending June 30, 1973, the following
amounts, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to be used for
the following purpose:

SEC. 4. The basic undergraduate resident student tuition fee shall
not be increased during the period of July 1, 1971 to June 30, 1973.

SEC. 5. Notwithstanding the provisions of section eight point
thirty-three (8.83) of the Code, all unencumbered or unobligated bal-
ances of appropiations made by this Act for the first fiscal year of the
biennium commencing July 1, 1971 shall, on September 30, 1972, revert
to the state treasury and to the credit of the fund from which appro-
priated. The board of regents to which this appropriation is made may
make application to the appropriations committees for the reappropri-
ation of any funds that do revert, or probably will revert upon the
dates herein set, and the respective appropriations committees or a
subcommittee thereof shall hold a hearing upon such application while
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the general assembly is in regular session. In all other respects the
provisions of section eight point thirty-three (8.33) of the Code shall
apply to appropriations made for the first fiscal year of such bien-
nium. Unencumbered or unobligated balances of appropriations made
for the second fiscal year of such biennium shall be subject to section
eight point thirty-three (8.33) of the Code.

SEC. 6. The board of regents or any institution under its control,
or the governor and state comptroller, are authorized to obtain fed-
eral grants to be expended in connection with the operation of board
of regents institutions. All federal grants to and the federal receipts
of the board of regents are hereby appropriated for the purpose set
forth in such federal grants and receipts.

SEC. 7. When any laws of this state are in conflict with this Act,
the provisions of this Act shall govern for the biennium.

SEc. 8. No moneys appropriated by this Act shall be used for
capital improvements.

CHAPTER 61
BOARD OF REGENTS
S. F. 584

AN ACT to appropriate funds from the general fund of the state of Iowa for capital

improvements and purchases of land for institutions under the state board of
regents including construction of new buildings, repairs, improvements, land pur-
chases, replacements, or alterations, and providing for joint control of the expendi-
ture thereof by the board of regents, the governor, and the state comptroller.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SECTION 1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the
state for the biennium beginning July 1, 1971 and ending June 30,
1973, to the state board of regents the sum of nine hundred sixty-nine
thousand (969,000) dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary,
to be used to supplement any prior appropriations for capital improve-
ment items for construction of new buildings, repairs, improvements,
purchase of land, replacements or alterations, or for any other capital
expenditures the board of regents may deem necessary for the proper
and necessary function of any institution under its jurisdiction.

SEC. 2. Contracts for improvements for which funds are appropri-
ated by this Act shall be submitted by the board of regents to the
governor and the state comptroller, except that items commonly
known as change orders need not be submitted to the governor and
the state comptroller unless such change orders actually increase the
total cost of that particular project.

SEC. 3. The board of regents, the governor, and the state comp-
troller may obtain federal grants for the state to be used in connection
with the funds appropriated by this Act.
